Parents worried about school performance 

Redistricting public hearings draw parents who complain about SOL results

All children are created equal but one can't say the 
schools they may attend. 

Virginia Beach C'ly Public School's redistricting 
proposal would cause some children to attend a school that 
hasn't performed as well as the school they would be 
leaving. During the public hearings, parents have reiterated 
the point that a person's kxation in Virginia Beach does 
not mean equal education. 

"I don't think I should take my child from a high standard 
school, to a low standard school," said Mike Lozzy. 

One problem parents addressed was the disparities of 
the Standards of Learning (SOL) results with the Virginia 
Beach school system. The SOL result determines a schools 
accreditation by the Virginia Department of Education. 

Not every Virginia Beach school has met the state 



requirements to be fully accredited. Some parents suggest 
improving all the schools before considering redisuicting 
such as Jim Booher, parent of middle school child. 

"I don'#ithink that no child should be moved, from a 
school that outperforms one" he said "Let's get the 
schools at least equal or exceeding and them lets talk 
about moving." 

Students that would required to leave Cox High to 
attend Princess Anne High will have to leave a school 
that has reached full state accreditation to a school that 
is provisionally accredited. 

Along with SOL inequalities, parents questioned the 
difference in academic and extracurricular activities 
among Virginia Beach secondary schools. For example. 
Princess Anne High School children that would be 
required to go to Green Run High under the new 
proposal , and could loose a chance to enroll in Advanced 



Placement (AP) courses not available at Green Run High. 

"We are concerned as we look at Green Run and look 
at the profiles of the students, the decline of AP courses,'; 
said Karen Richards, parent of a Princess Anne student 
"We are concerned for his future. Those numbers are what 
are keeping us out of that school." 

However, according to Virginia Beach Schools 
Demographer, students can apply for a wavier to attend a 
school to take AP courses not available a student's 
assigned school. « 

But In addition to declining AP courses. Princess Anne 
parents and students fear not being able to participate in 
programs not available in other schools. Currently, 
Princess Anne is the only high school that has the Princess

Habitat for Humanity dedicates 89th home in Hampton Roads

Over the weekend, a dream became a 
reality for one Virginia Beach family. 

After 12 months of hard work and co- 
operation. Habitat for Humanity, the 
Virginia Wesleyan chapter, presented a 
new house for Norfolk residents, 
Deonne Jenkins and Demetria Gordon. 

"It means so much that the commu- 
nity shares in the pride and dedication 
for this house," said Beth Webster, 
VWC chapter vice president. "We have 
turned a sandy lot into a home. A year 
ago, we made a comqiitment, as a col- 
lege, a community, and as neighbors for 
this family. ' 

"We built this tradition one board, one 
cement block and one nail at a time." 

Habitat for Humanity didn't share the 
construction of the house alon6..As the 
down payment, the Gordon/Jenkins 
family had lo put 350 hours of "sweat 
equity" into the house. n 

While the couple worked hard on ihe 
home, their four children continued 
studying at .school, earning hours by 
achieving As and Bs. 

In the end, the family had put in a to- 
tal of 388 hours of their own lime to aid 
in the construction of the house. 

"We came out and put shingles on the 
roof, put the doors in, helped in just 
about everything," said Gordon, whose 
family will move into the house this 
weekend. "This was such a great expe- 
rience. It may have taken a year, but it 
didn't seem like ill" 

Other members of the Habitat for Hu- 
manity, like Execiltive Director Sylvia 
Hallock of the South Hampton Roads 
chapter, said college students, volun- 
teers also helped with the construction. 

"This is great for the family and the 
community as well," said David 
Spinazzolo, president of ihe program's 
board of directors. "The mission of 
Habitat for Humanity is not to build a 
house here and i house there, but it is 
the total elimination of substandard 
housing." 

He added that this is the 89th house 
the organization has built in Hampton 
Roads. 

Unlike other Habitat homes, the Au- 
rora Drive house was created using con- 
crete walls instead of franework. The 
fact that the walls are poured creates a 
more cost-efficient manner of heating, 
said An Heine, constructim supervisor. 

The house will cost the family $18 a 
month to heat.

Parents say 
they want 
public input 
sooner

If you want to make plans affecting 
someone else's life, you might want to . 
ask them for their input before you start 
making plans. 

During the fourth of five citizen 
informational meetings for proposed 
attendance boundary changes next school 
year, parents wanted to know who asked 
them and the community for the 
beginning? 

"Since Landstown High school 
consu-uciion started about two years ago," 
said Bill Warden "Why didn't you start 
announcing iwo years ago that there will 
be changes and redisuicting." 

This particular meeting was for families 
with children expecting tb attend Cox 
High and Bayside middle. Some of Cox 
students may be required to go Princess 
Anne and Bayside students to 
Independence middle. 

But parent and students wanted more 
input in the planning stages the 
redistricting proposal, sighting that the 
school rezoning committee may have 
depersonaUze the process. 

For example, many parents said they 
history and tradition of school and 
neighborhoods should be taken into 
consideration. 

Also, a network of parents and teachers 
has been established. A change in schools 
would cause parents as well as students 
to sever relationships and start building 
new associations all over again. 

Most of the attendees were from the 
Thoroughgood community and claimed 
they had moved into that neighborhood 
partly so that dieir children may attend 
Cox High School. If die rezoning proposal 
is passed, some fear their freedom of 
choice in education will be taken away 
with being heard from the beginning (^ 
die redistricting process. 

"It's difficult to say in three minutes, 
to get up and try to Fe^xmd to this," said 
Jim Jackson. "I'm sure you have sptM 
many hours preparing." 

Some parents offered solutions such as 
making Landstown High a magnet school 
or adding junior choice with the already 
existing senior choice policy. This policy 
allows rising seniors to go to the high 
school of their choice in Virginia Beach. 

Other parents and students suggested 
allowing students already attending a high 
school to remain at that scIkx>1. 
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Early dvfl ri^fs activist fought in Princess Anne 

Charles Augustus Hodges broke the ground for black rights in co astal Virginia

Among these outstanding organizers 
and speakers on the rights of blacks sev- 
eral came from Princess Anne County. 

The family of Charles Augustus 
Hodges was one of the most political 
black families in the history of the county. 

Charles and his wife, Julia, were bom 
free and so were their children. Charles' 
sons, Willis Augustus Hodges, Charles E. 
Hodges, William J. Hodges and John Q. 
Hodges (son of William J. Hodges), all 
assumed active leadership roles in poli- 
tics and religious development of slaves 
and free bl«:ks in Norfolk and Princess 
Anne counties. 

They grew iq> near Blackwaio', in Prin- 
cess Anne County, about 22 miles from 
Norfolk County. Much of their life was 
^ni spiking mil against the injustices- 



brought against their race. They suffered 
social ostracism and were arrested sev- 
eral limes in their fighl for equal rights. 
Between 1810 and 1830, Charles 
Hodges had already accumulated more 
than 100 acres 

of land and was fubrUUtV liS 

respected by — -"" 

both whites and 
blacks. 

But soon after 
the Nat Turner 
Rebellion, 
Hodges and his 
family were 
lo(*ed "Pon dif- 

ferenUy. ^hey wer? forced to l^ve the 
coimty I n 1 833 by the slave patrcri because 
of his unwillingness to confcvm to the 
Virginia laws restraining the movements 
of free blacks sid the outcome of a ease 
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against his son, William. 

Most of his family moved to New York, 
but Charles (the faUier) and Julia returned 
to Virginia after a short stay. Various 
members of the family uravelcd from Vir- 
ginia lo New York and back between 
1833 and 1865. 

By the lime die Civil War broke out, 
Willis and his brother Charles returrod 
lo Princess Anne County. Their brother, 
William, returned to Norfolk County. 
They wtHked in cofNratoid camps, helped 
start schools and influenced the organi- 
zations of churches in the black commu- 
nities. 

Willis Hodges even served as a scout 
and frequenUy lead raids from die federal 
encampments. Willis Hodges received the 
nickname "Old Specs" because of his 
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Commentary

February has been designated as Black History

Among some of the programs planned: 

■ An exhibition entitled "Our Cultural 
Diversity" will be held Saturday through March 
24 at the Chesapeake Museum at 3815 
Bainbridge Blvd. 

This exhibition showcases the contributions of 
African Americans to the cultural development of 
Chesapeake and surrounding, areas. Private 
collections of art and artifacts of internationally 
recognized African Americans of jthe past 
century wifl be on display. WTKR news Anchor 
Tom Randies will play jazz from his recently 
released second CD. 

■ A black history exhibit on Princess Anne 
County from 1800 to the 1920s and on Virginia 
Beach from 1963 to the present will be displayed 
at the Virginia Beach Central Library from Feb. 
16-28. 

il An exhibit on African Americans in the Coast 
Guard will be presented through Feb. 25 at the 
old Coast Guard Station at 24th Street and 
Atlantic Avenue. 

This exhibit will focus on the role African 
Americans played at the Cape Henry Life-Saving 
Station and the Life-Saving Station at Pea 
Island, N.C. 

■ Oh Feb. 17, the Buffalo Riders of Hampton 
Roads, an equestrian team^ named after the 
buffalo soldiers of the 9th and 10th cavalries that 
fought in the Civil War with the Apache Indians, 
(as well as those that fought in other military 
engagements through the Vietnam War) will 
hold a parade in downtown Portsmouth. 

The parade will start at 10 a.m. at Crawford 
Parkway and Fort Street. Mayor James Holley 
and other Portsniouth City Council members will 
join buffalo soldiers, Carrol D. Cuffee, Cecil T. 

Davis and Gidwood Sutton in the parade. 

■ The Chesapeake Parks and Recreation 
Department will offer a black history display 
called "Reflections of African Americans in the 
Arts 2001." 

ThiB display will open Saturday at 1 p.m. at the 
River Crest Community Center, 1001 Riverwalk 
Parkway. 

There are many other programs scheduled 
throughout the month. For those whose 
knowledge of black history is hmited, vigiting one 
or all of the exhibits and programs can provide ia 
more informed history of Hampton Roads.

Especially in America, where even 
our government is founded upon the 
principle that all men are created 
equal, citizens have a special duty to 
insure that our society lives up to the 
moral implications such a founding 
principle requires. 

And that equality of opportunity 
means first and foremost that every 
American child has an absolute right 
to an excellent education. It also 
means the right to good nuuition, 
access to health care and a safe envi- 
ronment. 

Unless you insiire those factors, 
the access to good schools will be of 
little real value. Making certain ev- 
ery child in America getsa fairchance 
to develop his or her talents and to 
grow up lo lead productive lives is 
the duty of every American citizen. 
Parents, to be sure, have a special 
responsibility when it comes to the 
welfare Oi their children. But the rest 
of us must not forget that America's 
chil(iren are not only all God's chil- 
dren, but also the future generation of 
our citizens as well. We must not 
ignore the very real ways in which 
our collective action can dramati-

cally improve their lives and chance 
lo grow into successful members of 
our society. 

The most obvious, of course, is to 
provide every child with a staie-of^ 
ihe-an world class school . That school 
must not only be a safe haven, but bf 
equipped to meet every developmen- 
tal need whetherintellectual, creative, 
physical or social on a full-day, year- 
round basis. That takes dollars, and 
far more of them than we have ever 
spent to date. 

But wc found that level of dollars 
to win World War II, to build the 
most powerful military the world has 
ever seen, and to connect our vast 
land with interstate highways. If we 
can do all that in ihe past half-cen- 
tury, wc can certainly find the money 
to invest in the future of America 
itself. 

A second and equally important 
needed reform is to get teenage chil- 
dren outof the commercial workforce 
until they reach the age of .18. Young 
teens should not be exposed to either 
the dog-eat-dog pressure or freedom 
and temptations associated wMh the 
adult lifestyle until they have devel- 
oped the emotional maturity and in- 
dependent judgmcntneeded to handle 
them. 

It is ridiculous to clajm that only 
the commercial workplace can teach 
responsibility. A good school can 
teach a child responsibility as well as, 
if not better than,any job in America. 

Plus, by requiring community ser- 
vice as part of itscurriculum we would 
not only benefit the community but 
also teiich that menial tasks are criti- 



cal to success of every worthwhile- 
effort far better than flipping ham- 
burgers at McDonalds ever could. 

An added benefit to not allowing a 
work permit until 18 years of age is 
that we could finally raise the driving 
age to that age as well. European 
nations do not allow anyone under 1 8 
to drive on their roads. That is sane 
public policy and one we desperately 
need to adopt, not only forthesakeof 
our children but also for the safety of 
our roadways. 

Also, gelling our young leens out 
of their owh automobiles would help 
decrease their access to the unbridled 
freedom the automobile brings. Far 
too often that freedom is conducive 
to youthful bad judgment and peer 
pressure which endwith mistakes — 
such as drug, ak;ohol abuse and teen 
pregnancy — that destroy teenage 
lives. 

The magic of age 18, of course, is 
that it would coincide exactly with 
the youth's graduation from high 
school, the right to vote, serve in our 
armed forces and be full citizens un- 
der the law. It is only then that we 
should be turning over to their youth- 
ful hands the deadly power, financial 
liability and unfettered freedom an 
automobile provides. 

For this to work, our reformed K- 
12 schools would need to be far more 
comprehensive than what we have 
today, and they need to be in every 
nook and cranny of (Mir great nation. 
They must be staffed with top-ncMch 
professionals and be carefully over- 
seen by full-time, elected school 
boards that answer directly to the 
parents and other citizens of their 
community. 

For those who protest tlicy don't 
want to spend the money, I have this 
warning. 

All the money in the world will be 
worthless once you no longer live in 
a stable and prosperous nation. Tliat, 
my friends, is Ihe real price we stand 
lo pay if we ignore the proper devel- 
opment of the vdsl majority of our 
future citizens.

Adam Thoroughgood House 

Adam Thorowgood (early spell- 
ing), a younger son qf an Anglican 
Vicar was bom in 1604 in Grimston 
Parish, England. He sailed to Vir- 
ginia in 1621 at age 17 as the inden- 
tured servant of Edward Waters of' 
Elizabedi City Shite. 

He completed his 3 -year indenture 
in 1624 and returned to England and 
married Sarah Offley, the 15-ycar- 
old daughter of a well-to-do mer- 
chant of London and returned with 
her to the New World. 

Crossing the Atlantic Ocean for 
the third time, Adam served in the 
House of Burgesses from Elizabeth 
City during 1629. He owned 200 
acres of land. In 1628, he began pay- 
ing (with the helpof his wife'sdowry) 
for the transportation to Virginia of 
other English men and women. In 
163S, he petitioned for a grant of 
5,350 acres of land, basing his claim 
upon a 50-acres "hcadright" for each 
of the 105 people he had brought to 
the New World. The then Governor 
West granted him the 5 ,350 acres and 
he became one of the flrst permanent 
residents of the future Princess Anne 
-County. 

Adam and Sarah had four children. 
One son, Adam II (called Colonel) 
and three daughters, Sarah, Elizabeth 
and Anne. The first Adam 
Thoroughgood, before his death in 
1640 at age 36, had held most of the 
. leadership posts then available. When 
he died the first parish church, Lyn- 
nhaven Parish, was under construc- 
tion Or just completed on land he h^ 
donated and he had built his cquittry 
estate to nearly 7,000 acres. 

Colonel Adam Thoroughgood, the 
only son of Adam and Sarah, married 
Frances Yardley, daughter of ArgoU 
Yardley and they had five sons, 
Argoll, John, Adam II I , Francis, Rob- 
ert and one daughter. Rose. Colonel 
Thoroughgood died in 1685. 

The brick house that Adam built 
(thiere is some dispute as to which 
Adam -r- Adam II or III) is now^ihe 

house we know of as the Adam/*v This house is in the Thorou^good 
Thoroughgood House. The histtsf s^tion of Virginia Beach and is io- 
bo(*s give the date this house was cated on the Lynnhavcn River, so 
built as any where from 1636 to 1680 
and is believed to be the oldest sur- 
viving brick home in America. 

It is believed that the first Adam 
built a Manor Plantation House and 
when his first son married, the house 
now known as the Adam 
Thoroughgood House was built for 
him and his family. When his mother 
Sarah died in August, 1657, having 
been left the Manor House until her 
deadi by his father, Colonel Adam 
(U) and his family moved into the 
Manor house. John the second son of 
Adam II and Frances, with his wife. 



The Adam

Virginia Beach. 



Margaret Lawson, daughter of Colo- 
nel Anthony Lawson, chose to live in 
the smaller house vacated by Adam 
II. 

The Adam Thoroughgood House 
is oblong, 46 feel by 20 feet, seven 
inches above the water table with two 
chimneys, one at each end of the 
house. In the end to the left of en- 
trance, in the parlor, the chimney is 
built withiri the room. This fireplace 
is62 inches wide,49 inches high with 
two flues. The odier chimney, which 
is on the south end of the building is 
an outside chimney and is in the 
kitchen . This fireplace measures 8 ' 6" 
in width, 58" in height and 53" in 
depth. 

The brick walls of the house, front 
and back, are eight feet two inches 
from die water lable^ to eaves. The 
house has gableends widi boUi gables 
and rear wall laid in English bond 
construction — bricks laid in alter- 
nate rows with all the bricks long 
sides (stretches) exposed and then 
followed by a row with just die short 
brick ends exposed (headers). This 
mediod was popular in Virginia until 
die mid 1600s. The west wall is of 
Flemish bond — method of alternat- 
ing stretchers and headers in diesame 
row and wiUi stretchers over headers 
vertically — to havecome into vogue 
after the Great Long Fire of 1666. 

This house built on land of the 
original giant to Adam I is believed 
to be one of die oldest surviving brick 
houses in America. There were few 
skilled masons during Uiis period and 
brick buildings could take years to 
complete. It is an example of what 
had gained popularity in the early 
1 8di Century. "The massive exteriOT 
end chimney, irregular spacing of die 
openings and lack of classical archi- 
tectural influences make die house a 
characteristic example of Virginia 
pre-Georgian architecture." 

The house and surrounding farm 
land passed dirough private owners 
until the 19S0s when the Friends of 
the Adam Thoroughgood House Or- 
ganization was formed to purchase 
and restore die house, which resttna- 
tion was completed in 1957. The site 
was bought by die city of Norfolk and 
administered by the Qirysler Mu- 
seum until Oct. 5, 1999, when die 
city of Virginia Beach City Council, 
after the city of Norfolk elected to 
reduce the hours this house was open 
to die public, voted to take ov^ the 
operation and management of the 
Adam Thoroughgood House undo; 
the oversight of die Chrysler Mu- 
seum dn behalf of the city of Norfolk.

munity he lived in as a boy in En- 
gland. 

The Adam Thoroughgood House 
is listed on die Virginia and National 
HisttHic Landmark registers and is a 
major aop on the historical tour of 
Virginia Beach. It is (^n to the |Nib- 
lie on Tuesdays Ituough Saturday 
from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. and Sundays 
horn 1 to 5 p.m.

Willis Augustus Hodges died in 
September 1890 soon after he re- 
turned from a trip to die north to raise 
funds for a "color«i old folks home" 
in Norfolk.

Dollner Faulks typically spends die day dip- 
ping a brush into a variety of colors, then ever 
so gendy running it across a canvas. 

She's careful to include every shade of color 
she can create. 

* For the 46-year-old Portsmoudi artist, she 
wants to assure dial her paintings show die 
rnulti-edmic and racial makeup of her world. 

Dollner, which she prefers to be called, says 
she loves people — no matter what their 
color. 

She's shown this in a painting called "We 
the People," now on exhibit at die Art Atriym 
in Portsmouth. The painting features hundreds 
of people of various races — like Americans, 
she says — huddled together. 

"Sec, I've got red-haired girls and brown- 
skinned boys," said Dollner, who along with 
several odier artists, will be featured in an ex- 
hibit for Black History Month at the Chesa- 
peake Museum in Berkeley. "1 just want love 
for everyone. That's why 1 painted this." 

Having grown up in a family of 17 cHildcen 
in rural Elizabeth City, N.C. She leamedshar- 
ing and caring. It became a way of life for her 
family. 

ShQ began painting as a child and says diat 
an aunt encouraged her to do it as often as she 
could. 

"She told me, 'Dollner, you can do anything 
you want to do,'" she said. 

Dollner kept this in mind during trying 
times when she dcnibted herself. 

"I used to think I couldn'tdraw people," she 
said. 'That's why I mostly created landscapes. 
But look at me now. I draw lots of people." 

But she continues to paint landscapes — it's 
the nature paintings that members of her fami- 
ly collect and want. 

Once she moved to Washington, D.C., in 
1994, people came looking for her folk paint- 
ings. 

These canvases with the tired an* weary 
faces of African Americans working in fields, 
protesting racism or involved in everyday seg- 
regated America attracted aiienuon. 

She even sold a folk art painting to a gov- 
ernment employee who hung it in the old ex- 
ecutive building until he left. She's also ex- 
hibited at Howard University. 

One of her more popular paintings shows 
African Americans attending the zoo on the 
only day when diey were allowed to visit. 
' "This really was the way it was," said Doll- 
ner, pointing out the black children lined up ai 
the gate near a sign prohibiting whites. "It's 
hjtfd to believe sometimes, but ^that's, how 
things were." 

After a Washington, D.C.. television rc- 
pwter interviewed her, interest in her paintings 
grew, she said. From there, she got calls to 
help widi charity functions and worked with 
die National Center for Women in Prison, The 
center used a painting of hers, called "Real 
Hope Beyond Surviving," to promote its 
cause. ' 

At the Art Atrium, owner Joan Copejand 
says she likes the history of life for blacks die 
paintings reveal. 

"Visually, it's good for the children because 
they can relate to it," Copeland said. "The 
paintings are also multi-ethnic and racial, so 
everyone is unique biit diey're all together." 

Dollner uses her memories of the sometimes 
difficult life in rural America for blacks as 
themes to her paintings. 

"I'vedabbled in an all of my life, eversincc 
I knew what a pen and a pencil were," she 
said. "I took it seriou-sly afiei; high school. 




That's when I knew I wanted to be an artist." 

Among her five children, at least one has be- 
come an artist. Her son, Arkee, 27, also paints 
folk art.

Signs, which are necessary to 
people looking fpr some establish- 
ment and for business owners who 
want to attract them are also often 
ugly. 

And there lies the dilemma. 

Assistant Planning Director 
Karen Lesley has the job of solv- 
ing the problem which she appar- 
ently is doing carefully and lots of 
input from City Council and who- 
ever is interested. 

In good spirits, she said, one of 
the reasons why she liked working 
for Virginia Beach was its chal- 
lenges. 

Among her proposals at Tues- 
day's council workshop were:. 

■ Requiring all fiee-standing 
signs to t)e monument style with a 
maximum height of eight feet (in- 
stead of 12 or limiting the height 
of monument signs to eight feet 



and encouraging monument signs 
by inci-easing the allowed sign face. 

■ Amend zoning ordinance for 
all disu-icts to allow a maximum of 
16 square feet for sighs in. win- 
dows. At present in the itsoit 
tourist districu I, 2, and 3, zoning 
limits signs in windows to 20 per<- 
cent of the window surface not to 
exceed 16 square feet. Lasley said 
that the ordinance would be, difTi- 
cult to enforce. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said that it would be a night- 
mare to enforce, especially at the 
oceanfront. "I just don't see this 
happening," 

Mavbe the wording could say 
that the signs should not block or 



impede visibility so that the safety 
issue would be addressed. "It's a 
real problem," she said, Signs ai: 
vertising property, buildings or 
space for sale, lease or rent may be 
installed during the construction 
process and may remain in place 
for a maximum of one year after 
the certiflcateof occupancy or the 
building has been issued, Also if a 
property has less than 1 00 feet of 
frontage it would be allowed one 
sign with a maximum of 16 square 
feet. At present two signs are al- 
lowed for each 100 feet of street 
frontage with a maximum of four 
such signs on any property, a 32 
square foot maximum. 
When Lasley got into the use of 



balloons for advertising, she ran 
into u-ouble. Sessoms said that the 
balloons have an impact on some- 
one's business. 

For neighborhood commercial 
centers a proposed amendm«)t 
would reduce signs from 100 square 
feet to 8S square feet per face. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdwf said, '1 
look for those signs." 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that it had been a long time 
since she had a complaint from a 
citizen about the signs. 

Councilwoman Reba N^Cluian 
said, however, that she got a lot of 
calls some from people who like 
what new developments are doing.

The driver, a J6-year-old Virginia 
Beach girl, was seriously injured 
but managed to escape from the 
vehicle. The passenger, identified 
as 16-year-old Megan Whitehurst, 
also of Virginia Beach, was 
seriously injured and dazed in the 
crash. 

The nurse who heard the crash 
aided the teen-agers by forcing the 
jammed passenger's door open and 
dragging them to safety. 

She then administered first aid 



until paramedics arrived, Carey 
said. 

Both teens were u-ansported to 
the trauma center at Sentara 
Virginia Beach General Hospital 
where they were treated for 
multiple injuries and admitted to 
the hospital.

Janet Weidedck might be nearing 
70, but she's still camping out 
with the Girl Scouts. 

And she still finds herself driving 
up to a school yard to take a lunch 
" or meet with a teacher. 

She one of the growing numbo' 
(^ grandparents who find 
themselves struggling with the 
responsibility of raising their 
grandchildren. 

"I'm old andl'm still doing Girl 
Scouts," Weiderick said. 

Weiderick found assistance 
through a support group when her 
• granddaughter attended Pembroke 
Middle School. 

It's been almost 10 years, but 
another such group, headed by 
guidance counselor Georgia 
Dinsmore, will meet Wednesdays 
at 10 a.m. in the Glenwood 
Elementary SctaooJ^uidaace office. 
"It seemed to be a good way for 
these people who are doing a 
monumental task to support each 
other," said Dinsmore, who 
organized the support group years 
Hgo at Pembroke Middle. 

S,ince many grandparents no 
longer work or had the finances to 
care for their grandchiklren, . 
Dinsmore sought attorneys and 
child psychologists to advise these 
seniors of their rights, to help 
them find financial support and to 
deal with the grandchildren's 
struggles faced without their 
parents. 

"Whatever the need was for 
information in the community, if I 
could find someone to speak I did," 
she said. 

Dinsmore decided to create the 
group after meeting grandparents 
who faced challenging issues in 
raising their grandchildren. 

"Grandparents are a little moie. 
isolated because none of their peers 
are doing this," she said. "One of 
the toughest issues is the situation 
with the nature of the parent" 

In seme cases the parent isn't 
well , or doesn't want the 
respoulbilky of falsing a child. 

Through the support group, 
Dinsmore met Weiderick, who 
began raising her granddaughter, 
now a Princess Anne High School 
student, in 1992. 

Weiderick 's life changed when 
her son shot and kilted his wife 
then killed himself on the front 
lawn of her home. 

Even though Weiderick has 
managed parenting responsibilities, 
in the past eight years, she admits 
(he has less energy than younger 
parents. 

"I insist (hat my giandchildren 
know who they are, know their 
parents and meet with each other," 
Weiderick said. "Even though it 
can be exasperating, it's very 
rewarding raising my 
^anddaughter," . 

The support group enabled her to 
find out how to apply for financial 
help, money that she's set aside fiiv 
her granddaughter's college 
education, Weiderick said. 

"I knew that by the time she was 
ready for college, I would be in my 
70s and wouldn't be able to go 
back to work," she said. 

For now, Weiderick enjoys 
heading up Girl Scout meets. 

But she adds, "Some day in the. 
after life when 1 see my son, I'm 
going to ask him 'Why?'"

City's major projects reviewed by public 

Citizens come out in droves to protest Virginia Marine Science Museum dolphin tank

Generally, the public is in sync with the City Council on 
its proposed major projects. 

The one area where citizens, at the numerous public 
meetings scheduled by the city, differ significantly is in 
the expansion of the Virginia Marine Science Museum 
where comment h^s been against inclusion of the ddlphin 
lank. 

The conu-oversy over the dolphin tank surfaced when 
animal rights groups came out in opposition to keeping 
dolphins in captivity. The museum has been one of the big 
pluses in the city, attracting numerous visitors locally and 
from elsewhere. Some believe the addition with the dolphin 
tank is a viable prcject and look forward to seeing the 
expansion materialize, according to comments released by 



the city after a number of public meetings. 

One person responded that the project would allow 
pa)plc of limitctl means-^ who cannot sec dolphins up 
close \n the wild to do so. "This is an excellent use of 
our taxes." 

One resp(Mident said, "Please don 't let a vocal minority 
of uninformed zealots defeat this fine project. It appears 
to be both economically and consciously sound — good 
for dolphins, seals and conservation." 

But of 67 responses at the open houses, 42 were against 
the expansion and 25 in favor. , " 

Just this week, however, supporters of the museum 
expansion placed their names on a full page newspaper 
ad supporting the expansion. 

The comments at the open houses opposing the 
expansion were more like: 



"The dolphin tanks are a really bad idea becaus,e 
dolphifis should be able to live in their own 
environment .." 

"Let those dolphins be free." 

"We do not need a building with 'tank' capacity to 
display dolphins when we can see them hazily playing 
in their natural habitat ". 

"My daughter thinks it would be mean to put dolphins 
in a tank." 

"I understand the City Council wants to spend S55 
million to imprison innocent dolphins." 

Then on respondent asked: 

"Why are people only concerned about this fish over 
any other? What is so special about keeping these dolphins 
from an aquarium existence?"

Area college talks about grant to help homeless students

A vigil at Oasis Social Ministries to 
show support for the homeless became 
an opportunity for Tidewater 
Community College to announce its 
newest location, "The Campus of the 
Streets.;' 

"We are joining with the 
organizations and churches and people 
who have opened up to people," said 
Bill Cunningham, representing TCC. 

He said the community college now 
has three campuses in the city, counting 
Portsmouth as the mother campus, the 
Visual Arts Center and the "campus of 
the sheets." 

The college has a S.3()0,0(X) service 
learning grant from the Learn and Serve 
America Corporation. The grant will 
be used to train faculty to promote 
service learning lor the homeless 
among their students. 1 heir g«ii is lo 
cut in half the number of homeless by 
the end of the grant's three years. 

TCC students will be teaching 
homeless people in literacy gaining, the 
use of computers, .some job skills, site 
improvement and tutoring. They will 
al.so be coming to Oasis and providing 
some of the overnight staffing at local 
homeless shelters as well. 

As the students share knowledge 
with odiers, their own learning will be 
,su-engthened. 

"Their course work will be enhanced 
for instance in their psychology class," 
said Cynthia Horen, also representing 
the college. "They will better 
understand the concepts they are 
studying. They can see real world 
hands-on applications. Education 
becomes real and meaningful. The 
heart of service learning is applying 
what you learn in the classroom to the 
real world." 

Councilman Charles Whitehurst 
represented Mayor James Holley and 
the rest of the council at the event 

"Reaching out and reaching down to 
do the best for society is a tremendous 
task," Whitehurst sajd. "May God bless 
you." 

According to event organizers, 
Portsmouth homeless number near 500, 
including hidden and unsheltered 
homeless. About 60 to 80 people seek 
emergency night shelter during the 
winter. Portsmouth provided lodging 
for 300 women and children escaping 
domestic violence last year.

Nimmo 
dumped for 
Sandbridge 
Road

City Council has opted lo improve 
Sandbridge Road instead of constructing 
Nimmo Parkway, formerly Ferrell 
Parkway, east of Atwoodtown Road. 

A resolution adopted Tuesday by a vote 
of 7-3 and one abstention declares the 
city's intention thatMimmo Parkway shall 
end at Atwoodtown Road and not be 
constructed east of Atwoodtown Road. 

the resolution also included an 
amendment submitted by Councilman 
WW.ljIarrison Jr. underlining die city's 
intention to close the street, to vacate the 
right-of-way that has been acquired by the 
city for the Nimmo Parkway consu-uction; 
and to sell die right-of-way to Uw U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The vote followed several hours of 
comment by citizens on both sides of the 
resolution. 

Voting in favor of the resolution were 
Mayor Meyera Obcrndorf, Vice Mayor 
William D. Sessoms Jr., and council 
members W.W. Harrison Jr., Barbara 
Henley, Nancy Parker, Linwood Branch, 
and Robert V. Mandigo Jr. Voting against 
the resolution were council members 
Reba McClanan, Margaret Eure and 
Rosemary Wilson. Councilman Louis R. 
Jones abstained because of a conflict of 
interest. 

Adoption of the resolution sets off a 
series of complex negotiations involving 
the city, the United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the developers of 
Lotus Creek Associates. 

The end results when final closings are 
made by May 6 are: 

■ The Fish and Wildlife Service will 
acquire an additional 47,839 acres of land 
that will be added to the Back Bay 
Wildlife Refuge from Lotus Creek 
Associates for which it will pay 
$2,860,000. 

■ The Wildlife Service will wquire 
additional land that the city has acquired 
for the right of way of the Nimmo 
Parkway. 

■ The city will |»y $140,000 to L«us 
Creek Associates for potential claims 
Lotus Creek may have against die city. 

■ The secCTid and Uiird phases of die ' 
Lotus Creek development which, 
according to the resolution, council 
considers would be detrimental to the 
public interest and the property 
maintained in its natural state. 

■ Lotus Creek will be saved d« time, 
expense and delays in getting permits and 
variances to build in a fragile 
environment.

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Voting rights for felons 

More than 2.7 million Virginians voted in the 
last presidential elections. Another 200,000 
Virginians couldn't vote, however, because 
Virginia denies this right to convicted felons who 
have completed their sentences and paid in full 
the debt that society imposed. 

"Like the poll tax and other oppressive 
measures, restrictions on voting for convicted 
felons serve the purpose of keeping groups of 
people from exercising their rights," says Ed 
Wayland, an attorney who is a member of the 
Charlottesville Voting Rights Committee, which 
works to restore voting rights to former felons 
who have completed their sentence. 

The Commoriwealth of Virginia is one of only 12 
states in the United States that continue to 
disenfranchise 'convicted felons. "Not all 
individuals who have lost their right to vote 
serve time for heinous crimes either," says 
Wayland, in an article released by the Virginia 
Forum. "In Virginia^ writing a bad check for more 
than $200 can mean never voting in everything 
from School Board elections to presidential 
races." 

"In theory, the door is not comple.tely shut," 
says Wayland. The governor can restore the 
right to vote to someone who had lost it because 
of an old felony conviction. However, there are no 
set rules to the procedures, and petitions can be 
delayed. 

Last April, the Virginia Advisory Committee to 
the U.S. Commission on Civil Rights heard 
testimony from one applicant who had waited 
eight years without even receiving a response to 
his petition. 

"Why do we in Virginia deny these people the 
fight to vote?" asked Wayland. "The three most 
important reasons are inertia, politics and race." 
As many as 110,000 of those convicted felons 
denied the right to vote are African-American 
men, one in four of all adult African-American 
men living in Virginia. 

"When the great philosophers of liberty and 
democracy, many of them native sons of Virginia, 
were creating our nation, only a minority of 
residents were permitted to vote," says Wayland. 
"Women, African Americans, people without 
property, as well as those convicted of certain 
crimes were all excluded." 

"Since then, we have learned that a truly 
democratic community is one in which everyone 
has the opportunity to participate. It is time to 
extend that right to people with old convictions 
who have done their time and paid their debt to 
society," he adds.

Local support of managed growth hills needed

Managed growth or smart growth has taken various 
forrris of imerpreiaiion over the years, 

Simply Slated, managed growth is using |)ro|x;r 
planning lo assure adequate public safely, roads and 
schools currently exist prior lo building newly pro- 
posed commercial areas, offices buildings and/or resi- 
dential subdivisions. The majority of the Chcsapciikc 
City Council provided a level of service (LOS) sum- 
dard in March 1995 thai recommends non-binding 
guidelines to assist cily planners, planning commis- 
sioners and Cily Council in determining if a re/oning 
should occur pripr lo allowing new developnicni in 
our cily. While LOS is important, other sumdards in- 
cluding compatibility wiih the Comprehensive Lmd 
Use Plan play an important part prior lo allowing 
growth in desirable areas of our cily. Our local offi- 
cials have the power to conu^ol land use changes for a 
rezoning (i.e., farm land to residential, office lo com- 
mercial, etc.) but have no authority lo control growth 
over existing zonings that were rezoned by previous 
Cily Councils many years earlier. 

In fact, over 4,100 acres of resideniially zoned land 
currently exist in the form of open space or wexxkxl 
areas throughout our city. In 1995, over 1, ()()() resi- 
dential units were built directly off of CediirRoad in 
Deep Creek. This untimely development unfortunate- 
ly added to suburban sprawl, unsafe roads and the 
overcrowded schools in Deep Creek. Almost all of 
this land was previously zoned residential in 1969, 
approximately 26 years before the 1,000 units were 
actually buill in 1995. In 1969, George Washington 
Highway and Cedar Road LOS for roads and schools 
was perhaps sufficient to meet safety and cducaiiomij 
requirements of our citizens, but NOT SO years laicr. 

In 1996, many citizens fought to get the right to 
place a non-binding advisory referendum question on 
the ballot in Chesapeake via a petition drive process. 
In May 1998, the first advisory referendumqucslion 
placedon the ballot was to request our state ilelcgalcs 
and senators to support a stale law allowing any Vir- 
ginia locality lo manage growth. Over 87 percent of 
people voting in the May 1998 Chesapeake Cily 
Council election supported ihe referendumqucslion 
on managed growth. Since then, three separate bills 
have come forward in 1999, 2()(X) and 2001 sessions 
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of the Slate House of Representatives enlillcd "Atfc- 
quaie Public Facilities" and each lime failed lo come 
remotely close to passing. In 1999, the only "Ife^al 
sponsor of a House bill was Del. Harry Blcvins wli^. 
voted with others 2(^ to kill the bill. Also in the 
1999 session a similar bill wds sent back to «lic in 
ihe Senate committee on local government. In 20(K), 
the only bill was killed in the House committee 21-() 
with none of our local senators or delegates a)- 
sponsoring the bill. In our current 2001 session, the 
House sub-commiitee recently voted on Jan. 22 to 
once again kill this year's only managed growth bill. 
Unless it is revived in the House sub-commiiice, it 
will receive the same fate this year with local offi- 
cials having no ability lo manage existing zoned resi- 
dential land in our cily or any other locality in the 
state. Even the High Growth Coalition, formed by 
22 high growth localities in 1998, has taken a back 
seat by only lobbying against bills that reduce l(x;al 
land use authority. In the 1999 session, thecoaliiion 
was a viable force in proactively promoting change, 
now it has dwindled in its activism on pronuHing 
new legislation or responding lo our 1998 advisory 
referendum request 

AH of us should be concerned about the lack of ic- 
lion by our local and other state elected officials to 
fight for sucHan important issue with overwhelming 
support of Chesapeake voters. 

Other less meaningful bills have been brought lor- 
ward, co-sponsored and champion year after year unti I 
they succeed. Certainly, the consequences of not al- 
lowing local public officials to correct the wrongs 
from the past should be of paramount concern. On 
one hand, the slate is unwilling lo help us truly bud- 
get for the needs of our overwhelming deficit ol pub- 
lic safely, education, transportation and other local 
needs and increased "undesirable" impacts of now ±- 
velopment. Call your local senators and delegates at 
1-800-889-0229 and ask them to fight the good fight 
for managed growth, promote our 1998 mareigal 
growth advisory referendum.

My, my — how good we have be- 
come at subsliluting^ facts for ^n, 
even when it comes lo the past. Even if 
we accept such a ridiculous argument, 
the next question has to be, "The stales' 
right lo do what?" Obviously, it was 
their right to permit slavery and lo 
deny those enslaved their right lo citi- 
zenship and personhood that was at the 
heart of the secession that caused the 
war. 

But, we don't have lo go back to die 
Civil War to wimess the unholy dam- 
age done 10 our African American • 
citizens in the name of states' rights. 
Slates' rights also provided the legal 
mantra for segregation and the Jim 
Crow laws that denied our black citi- 
zens their constitulional right to vol? 
. for over 100 years. 

And, once again, racism was merely 
the justification. The real reason stale 
governments passed laws lo keep Af- 
rican Aniericans out of the polling 
booth was because they were numer- 
ous enough to threaten the Old Guard 
families that held all the polilical and 
economic power since colonization. 

But isn't this all ancient histoiy? 
Now there's a New South who dis- 
avows iB racist past and is committed 
lo insuring the civil rights of all ils 
citizens. Sadly, the facts do not bear 
that out, especially when it comes to 
the all-important right lo vote. 

What exactly is the practical differ- 
ence between a stale's criminal justice 
system ctenyingblackcilizenslhe fran- 
chise by enforcement of Jim Crow 
laws or through racial profiling and the 
War on Drugs? 



Nationwide African Americans ac- 
count for only 1 6 percent of the i I legal 
drug use, yet they miike up over 60 
penceni of those incarcerated for drug 
offenses. The answer is not that they 
perpetfate the majority of other crimes 
either. One in four crimes is commit- 
ted by an African American. 

So, how do we rationally explain ihe 
fact that they constitute over 60 per- 
cent of the prison population? Obvi- 
ously.our criminal justice system con- 
victs and incarcerates a black offender 
at least three limes more often than it 
docs a white one. That hardly sounds 
like equal justice under the law lo me. 

This conviction rate is all the more 
suspicious since in the last 35 years 
(i.e. since the passage of the Voting 
Rights Acl of 1966) many states have 
passed laws denying the automatic 
restoration of the right to vote to a felon 
who has served his time and is no 
longer under ihe jurisdiction of the 
stale's justice sysicm. 

There is nothing logical about a 
stale's refusal to restore the right to 
vote U) an offender who has .served his 
time and successfully completed his 
probation requirements. Any state law 
that refuses to automatically restore 
such a basic righl of U.S. citizenship 
ought to be deemed unconsiilulional 
on its face. 

Bui, then there was no logical justi- 
fication for slavery or Jim Crow cither. 
Yet, ihal didn't stop the powers that 
conuol state government from abus- 
ing theircitizens'civilrighisfor centu- 
ries, through the criminal justice sys- 
tem and otherwise.

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Lynnhaven, Keeling houses 
listed as historical landmarks 
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Last week we started a series on 
historic houses here in Virginia Beach 
by introducing you to the Adam 
Thoroughgood House. This week will 
talk about the Lynnhaven and the 
Keeling 
Houses. 

At 4401 
W i s h ar t 
Road near the 
intersection 
of Wishart 
and Witch- 
duck Roads, 
sits an en- 
chan ting 
brick house 
which in the 
beginning 
was called 
the "Wishart 
House," but 
is now 
known as the 
"Lynnhaven 
House" due 
10 the prox- 
imity to Lyn- 
nhaven Bay. It is an intact survivor 
from the 17th-century. There is a 
controversy about the actual date this 
house was built but this small hall- 
parlor story and half brick plantation 
house is one of the best preserved of 
the oldest surviving houses in Old 
Princess Anne County. Researchers 
have said that it could have been built 
by Savill Gaskin in 1640, or perhaps 
in 1725 by Francis Thelaball. 

Back then, only one of the very 
rich could build a brick house be- 
cause it took two indentured carpen- 
ters and two indentured brick-mak- 
ers-cum-layers three to four years to 
build a hou.se like the Lynnhaven 
House. 

Completely English bond construc- 
tion with two double set-off outside 
chimneys and a medieval great hall/ 
parlor arrangement with cniranceJnto 
the great hall this house, with the 
exception of changes made to win- 
dows and removal of the original 
dormers, stands as it did when con- 
structed. Three of the four 1 7ih-ccn- 
lury mantelpieces are intact as well 
as the closed stringer stairway and 
other interior woodwork. Stairways 
were rare in Virginia in the 17ih- 
century. Ladders were the usual 
means of access to the second story. 
% The house is typical of the 17lh- 
ceniury Jacobean English architec- 
ture. It has a steeply pitched gable 
roof, nuissivc outside chimneys, ex- 
posed ccihng beams and white plas- 
tered inside walls. There are two 
rooms on the first floor. A spacious 
kitchen with an enormous fireplace 
and an equally spacious hall (parlor) 
room with an identical fireplace. 
There is part of a .300-ycar-old chair 
molding rail in the hall room. A stair- 
way rises to the loft from the back of 
the room to the right to two rooms 
with dormer window.s. The windows 
have handmade, IcadctI panes. 

The family of Mr. and Mrs. Will- 
iam W. Oliver Sr., presented this 
house and one and a half acres of 
land, as a gift in their memory, to the 
Association for the Preservation of 
Virginia Antiquities in 1971 on the 
condition that it be restored as a his- 
toric monument.

It is 
listeti in the Virginia and National 
landmarks Registers and is open to 
the public from June through Sep- 
tember from Tuesday through Sun- 
day, noon to4 p.m. In May and Octo- 
ber, it is open only on weekends from 
,noon to 4 p.m. Fees chargcil are S4 
for adults; S2 for children ."i-lfi; chil- 
dren under 6 arc free. 

The Keeling House 

The Keeling Hoijse, one of 
Virginia's early Vernacular manor 
houses, and known as"Ye Dudlies," 
was built perfiaps as early as 1680 by 
the son°of Thomas Ka-ling, one of 
the "hcadrighus" brought lo Virginia 
from England by * Adam 
Thoroughgood. Thortias Keeling re- 
ceived a grant of land in I63.'5 on 
which the Keeling House was built. 
The house is located at Great Neck 
Point on Adam Keeling Drive. 

The Keeling House preserves the 
decorative device of chevroning, a 
feature associated with pre-Georgian 
vernacular brick architecture. The 
closed-string-stair paneled parlor 
chimney wall appears to have been 
installed at a later date. It is located at 
the head of a cove of the Lynnhaven 
River. 

This is a house that belonged to a 
wealthy and prominent man. It is of 
Flemish bond brick and has a wide 
center hall with a room on either side. 
An unusual brick design is on the 
north wall, and all the floors, stair- 
way and interior woodwork arc origi- 
nal and a unique pair of identical 
cupboards are on each side of the 
fireplace on the north wall, each with 
a small window. 

This property is listed in the Vir- 
ginia Landmarks Register and is pri- 
vately owned.

O Continued from Pag» 1 
supply of groceries was provided 
for 180 families and 245 people 
stayed in temporary and transitional 
housing. Many homeless are 
employed, yet affordable housing (30 
percent of income) is out of reach for 
unskilled or under-skilled workers. 
'Many working Americans are only an 
Occident, illness or job away from 
homelessness, they said. 

One-fourth of the homeless are 
mentally ill. Inadequate mental healU) 
care, a lack of affordable housing, 
substance abuse and domestic 
violence all contribute to 
homelessness in the United States. 
Addressing the causes, not the 
symptoms, will help lead homeless 
persons to sell sufficiency. 
Among the people lighting candles 



against the darkness of homelessness 
.were residents Billi Gamer and James 
Long. 

Gamer was saddened by the large 
number of homeless people. 

"I think it's worse (homelessness) 
especially for the children," she said. 
"What would help would be 
education and jrt)s. There are not a 
lot of Uiings they may qualify for 
without a diploipa. Most won't even 
hire them." 

Both lamented that there were loo 
few homeless shelters to sufficiently 
help the situation and that so many 
companies were going out of 
business. 

"There's no easy fix for it," said 
Long. "Ttere are a lot of things to 
help the symptoms but not solve the 
problem."

She served actively at Union Bap- 
tist Church, having held the follow- 
ing positions: Sut^y sctool lecher, 
junior choir wpnist, a nwnber of the 
Rai^hanna Sunday School conven- 
tion, an executive member of the

FkM'bes was appointoJ supcrvi^r (tf 
Negro Elementary Schools in the 
county in 1946.

On May 16, I%1, the Princess 
Anne County School Brau-d approved 
of renaming the Negro elementary 
school, then called Newsome El- 
en^ntary ScN»l, in hcmor of Will- 
iams. 

It was then called the Bettie F.

To Gina Heidler, there's nothing in ihc 
world more important than fahiily. 

"My passion is working with families," s^iid 
Heidler, ihp parent and community education 
director of the Seton House Teen Crisis Center 
on King's Grant Jioad. "Our mission is reunii 
ing them." 

Fo? six years, Heidler has worked at the Cri- 
sis Center to create new opportunities and fu- 
tures for troubled teens and their families. 
" But her interest in reuniting families cxuiul- 
ed beyond her tenure at die center. 

"I had a lot to do with raising my own liun- 
ily when I was a little girl," she said. "I was 
the oldest of seven children, and there wcix" 
times when 1 had to help hold the family to- 
gether. My work at Seton House is an exicn- 
.sion of myself and my life," 

Heidler counsels teens. and parents who aiv 
having difficulty. She sees about 15 teens and 
parents each day. 

"Many of the children I see have niasured 
the art of survival," she said. "But they've 
missed the boat on the gift of life. Thctc'sa 
,Iot of posilivity in the treasure called Scion 
House." 

Heidler serves more than a counselor. She 
considers herself a salesperson. 

"I'm in the business of selling hope," she 
said. "My approach to teaching is simple. I 
connect with others by using 'I' and 'mc' lo 
connect with them, and a 'we' is born. This 
lype of shared humanity makes my tcchniciues 
work." 

A mother of two grown children, Heidler has 
several tips for raising teenagers. 

"It's important for parents to talk less ;ukI 
listen more," she said. "Parents should I'k; (xir- 
ents — not buddies. Teens have to learn ihat 
with increased independence, there's also in- 
creased responsibility." 

During her time at Seton House, Heidler 
says she has niijny memories that will siand 
out. 

."We always do a follow-up after the counsel- 
ing," she .said. "Sometimes people come back 
lo sec us. I've counseled several teenagers who 
left here and went to college. After they gradu- 
ated, some came back lo tell me how much I'd 
rai.scd their spirits." 

But Seton House isn't Heidler'sonly way of 
reaching families in need. She also runs a 
weekly support group for parents of icons. 
Each Tuesday evening at the Si. Aidan's Epis- 
copal Church on Edinburgh Drive, the group 
"Happily Parenting Teens" meets. 

The group has three purposes, she said. It's 
held lo educate, support and encourage piircnLs 
of teens with a holistic, developmental |x«r- 
.spective while considering such topics as scll- 
esleem, discipline, drug and sexuality aw;ia'- 
ness.

Parents give final arguments on redistricting

It was the last for now, but 
certainly not the least. 

Last week, Bayside High School 
facilitated the last of the five public 
hearings hosted by the Virginia 
Beach City Public Schools' 
Building Utilization Committee. 

Parents and students came out to 
express displeasure and support of 
the proposed redistricting plan for 
the next school year. 

The schools that were discussed 
included Bayside Middle, Bayside 
High, Great Neck Middle, 
Independence Middle, Cox High 
and Princess Anne High also 
known as Area C- 1 . 

Some parents concurred with 
parents from the previous four 
meetings. They resented moving 
students from schools in which 
students have intellectual and 
emotional attachments. 

Parents also pointed out what 
ihey perceived to be mistakes and 
oversights by the rczjxiing 
commitio;. Carolyn Wayans said 
the proposal wouldn't alleviate 



transportation troubles, feeder 
school problems, and wouldn't 
keep children together. 

"I have found some flaws and 
unfair boundary changes," she said. 

Wayans called for common sense 
because some children wouldn't be 
able to attend schools less than a 
mile away from their homes if the 
school board passes the 
committee's propo.sal. 

Residents of the Little Creek 
military community aKso ask the 
committee for fairness as well. 
They say Little Creek should be 
exempt from the proposal because 
the student population is small and 
their children have attended too 
many different schools. 

"We are not looking for roots; 
we arc looking for stability," said 
Will Smith, a parent. 

Smith said his child has intended 
three high schools in four years. 
He added military families move 
every two or three years, and the 
committee's propo.sal will cause 
the Little Creek base to be split. 

But not everyone cx|wc^ed 
displeasure with the proposal. A

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Hypnotist aids patients in overcoming habits

Ambling out of his small office 
clad in a leather shirt and jeans, 
Chris Clayton certainly doesn't 
look like a doctor. 

"1 dress like this to create a 
relaxed atmosphere," he said. "It 
makes my patients feel more at 
. home." 

But Clayton is more than just a 
doctor. At 22, the Virginia Beach 
resident is already the only 
professional hypnotherapist in the 
Hampton Roads area to have earned 
a doctorate of clinical 
hypnotherapy. 

Clayton's educational career 
began at, Old Dominion University 
in Norfolk where he graduated in 
only two years with a degree in 
psychology. 

'.'I had a lot of help from KIcp 
tests." he said, referring to the tests 
that students take for a .specific 
proficiency in various subjects. "1 
think everyone should try those 
tests; they saved me a lot of lime 
and money." 

. After ODU, the young therapist 
was accepted into the doctorate 
program at the American Institute 
of Hypnotherapy, a well-known 
hypnotherapy training 
organization. He finished his 
classwork in less than two years. 

*'Moving quickly through school 
wasn't my goal," he .said. "1 just 
wanted to become as proficient and 
efficient as possible." 

Finally, he went on to earn a 
second doctorate at American 
Pacific University, this time 
majoring in psychology. 

"I've alwavs been inicrcsied in 



psychology and hypnotherapy," he 
said. "I think that they aiu 
extremely jxiwerful modalities in 
helping behavior and cognitive 
changes.

So far, he works with" 15-20 
people a week, treating Ihcm for 
smoking, overeating, resolving 
fears and iraunras on the conscious 
or unconscious level.

"Too often, therapists don't

might try lo leach ihein other 
technii|yes ol relaxation thi)l don't 
involve smoking, which might- 
deal wall their unconscious mind," 
he said. "Because they know more 
about II than I do, I try to help 
ihcm program a solution lo their 
problems in their minds. Their 
subconscious knows more than I 
ever could about ihal particular 
client's .solution." 

Even though he's only 22 years 
old, Clayton says he's la-aled 
hundreds ol.paiients. To him, tliere 



aren't many feelings boiler than 
knowing that he's helping 
someone in need. 

"I've showed many people 
solutions thai ihcy never thought 
of," he said. "There arc. .so many 
Ihings that we have, so many 
Ihings that we don't know wc can 
do tiiai can be unlocked through 
hypnosis. 

"These untapped resources allow 
us to be healthier and happier than 
wc have ever been."

City Gouncil has a really good day 

Friendlier audience shares approval of city's outdoor plan ^ purchase of Stumpy Lake

Virginia Beach City Council basked in the warmth of a 
friendly audience which liked the city's outdoor plan and 
the purchase of the Stumpy Lake property. 

Even the public affairs coordinator for PETA (People 
for the Ethical TreaUnent of Animals) which has been at 
odds with the city on another matter, praised the city for a 
vicious dog ordinknce. 

Even a discussion on the Town Center — public/private 
partnerships are not always high on the people's agenda 
— caused not a ripple. 

After last week's meeting when speakers were divided 
over the elimination of the Nimmo (Ferrell) Parkway 
Extension to Sandbrfdge. This jasi Tuesday's meeting was 
mostly motherhood and apple pie. 

The first "feel good item" was the purchase for $13 



million of the Stumpy Lake property which is in Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake but owned by the city of Norfolk 
with pipeline parcels and a 49-acrc parcel in Gum 
Swamp. Fourteen hundred acres are involved which the 
city plans to preserve in perpetuity as open space. 
Included in the transaction is the Stumpy Lake Golf 
Course. 

Although the city had the bulk of the cash for the 
purchase it needed an additional $4.1 million which was 
taken from other projects which will be delayed 
temporarily. 

The ordinances pertaining to the purchase'were 
adopted by a 1,0-0 vote. Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. was ateent. 

The purchase forestalls residential and commercial 
development of the property. 

Stump Lake also can be used as a raw water supply by 



Virginia Beach. Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said that the 
purchase will prevent the creation of urban sprawl and , 
thanked the council members and public who have 
supported the project. She said that the concept for the 
property meets the concept of the outdoors plan. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley said that it was a banner 
day for Virginia Beach. 

The considerable cost of the property apparently was 
accepted by the citizens. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms Jr. noted that this was 
a cash purchase which indicates that the city is fiscally 
responsible — by being able to come up with that mijch 
cash. 

Councilman Linwood Branch said that the parcel will 
remain as it is in perpetuity. 'This could have gone in die 
wrong direction.'

"ThQTc 's about 27 contemporary artists 
and 14 folk artists, so we have a very 
good turnout this year." 

Charles Flynn used a real life model 
for his work "CampostellaEvangelist." 

"I've been driving past the comer of 
Campostella and Indian River Road for 
more than ten years," he said. "And ev- 
eryday, there is a woman silting on the 
front porch of her house on that comer, 
surrounded by signs." 

These signs, extolling virtues such as 
"Honor thy father and mother," lined 
Flynn's exhibit, which won third place 
among paintings. 

"I can't help but look at that lady ev- 
eryday," he said. "She's a very strong 
looking lady." 

Catherine Cuffee saw the event as 
long overdue.

City Council 
adopts dog 
ordinance

City Council has adopl^ an ordinance 
designed to keq) "dangerous or vicioiis" dogs 
under contrtd. 

At the same time, the oniinaice exempts 
&an the oriinanceanonals that are nustreaiBd 
aprovoked. 

Bill Neely, puUk; affairs coonlinatw for 
F^A (Penple iat the Ethical Tinatmett of 
Animals) supported the ordinance. PETA has 
not always b^ at one with the city, more 
paitKulariy in its denunciation (tf the plans to 
install a dolphin tank at the Virginia Marine 
Science Museum. 

But Neely said thatsimilarordinances which 
identify vkrious dogs and requires certain 
measures to be taken arc in place in many 
Virginia Localities. He said that most of the 
dogs detennined vicious are mates that have 
not been neitfcred and dogs from unplanned 
litters that are released to shelters and then 
turned ovCT for adoption. The problem is that 
the peq}le are given 30 days to neuter the 
aiimals but that often this is not done. He SEud 
that the Slaie Code gives the city authority to 
insi.st that the dogs be neutered before leaving 
the shelter. 

Under the ordinaice, animal control (^ficeR 
have^ authority lo identify dangerous or 
vkious dogs and procedures are outlined for 
animal control officers to follow upon 
identificationof such dogs. If adog is fouiid to 
be dangerous, the court will orda' its owner to 
comply with ihe provisions of the ordinfflKse, 
but if the dog is found to be vicious the court 
will order that the dog be euthanized. 

A dog carma be declared dangmxis just 
because it happens to be a particular breed, 
and a poUce <k^ perfoming its duties cannot 
be declared dangerous. If the p»son injured 
t^ a dog was trespassing or committing some 
otho" crime upon the dog owner'sproperty,ar 
was someone who repeatedly ^xised the dog, 
that dog cannot be (teclared dangoous. 

A dangoxMis dog is one that has bitten 
stacked or inflcted injtuy on a person or 
companion animd, other than adog. or killed 
aoQfiqMiionanmaL 

Avicious dog meansadogwhKh has killed 
a person, mflicted serious injury 10 a peracxi, 
ind«Mngniiiliytebieg,3erini«dBfipwniert, 
serious impairment of health at serious 
impaim)ent(tf bodily functkm. 

The owner of a d(^ declared dangerous 1^ 
the court has 10 n^eKr the dog with anunal 
comd by obiaining a oenificaiB and tag that 
mua be renewed annually. The owner has to 
be at leasilS yeais of age and aMe to show 
that thedog's rabies vaxmaiian Bcunent, tfiat 
the dog will be confined in an acceptable 
manner and thstt warang signs arc po^ on 
the property. Ato the dog has to have a tattoo 
jdentiiying it as a da^erous dog. 



Princess Anne NAACP founded after shooting 

White police officers acquittal in 1941 shooting death of black county man spurred unrest

In October 1941, the Virginia Beach 
Chapter of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People was 
established. 

The local NAACP mark«l its begin- 
nings, however, after a tragic incident. 

A black man by the name of George 
Smith, nicknamed Lobster, was shot in 
the back by a white police officer named 
Guy Barnes on Oct. 16, 1941. 

Offrcer Barnes was on patrol duty when 
disfBtched to a disturbance at the Shady 
R^t Inn on 19ih and Cypress Avenue. 

According to The Virginia Beach 
News, "Fran the preliminary investiga- 
ikm. Chief of Police WP. Dodson sUUsA 
ttat officer Barnes had beat dispaichwl 
to . . . quell some disturl^ice, aui found 



Smith, his wife and a Negress, Lula Saw- 
yer, having an altercation, with Smith 
brandishing a gun." 

The newspaper reported that Barnes at- 
tempted to arrest 
Smith who ran. faiBrUUiV IS 

The officer then = — — ~ -■ 

drew his revolver 
and fired in an at- 
tempt K> shocM at 
the ground, "or 
possibly to wound 
Oie Negro in the 
legs to retard his 
night" 

The bullet, however, suuck George 
Smith in the tack. The wound i»ovcd fa- 
tal, and Smith died cm the way to a Nw- 
fc^ hospital. Guy B^nes was \sua teM 
und^ a technical char^ (tf involunuffy 
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manslaughter. 

Circumstances surrounding the shoot- 
ing sent a wave of revulsion rippling 
throughout the county's black commu- 
nity. 

The Rev. J. A. Beckeu, pastor of Saint 
Mark A.M.E. Church immediately called 
tlw black ministers of the community to- 
gether. Some of the original particii^its 
were : The late Rev. L.S. Roberts of Ml 
Zion A.M.E. Church; the Rev. Jesse 
Smith of First Baptist Church, 
Lynnhaven; the Rev. G.L. Parker of 
Morning Star Baptist Church and many 
others. 

Since they didn't have an active chap- 
ter of the NAACP in Princess Anne 
County, they imInetUMdy odled the Nor- 
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Donate books to kids 

The Norfolk Literacy Partnership Inc., a non- 
profit organization promoting Uteracy, will join 
the Armed Services YMCA of Hampton Roads in 
distributing 150,000 children's books throughout 
the region. 

The two organization's mission is to send a free 
book home with every child in grades 
kindergarten through five in Hampton Roads. 

The books will be distributed through area 
schools that request them, according to Jane 
Davis, executive director. 

The group received the books from a national 
organization called First Books, which collects 
paperback and hardbound books scheduled to be 
destroyed. 

Distribution letters will be sent to schools and 
other groups wanting to receive books by the 
middle of March, Davis says. 

Of the 150,000, Davis says the Armed Services 
YMCA and the Norfolk Literacy Partnership 
want to forward 110,000 to schools — the rest 
they'd like to give to community organizations. 

"We want to make sure that every child has a 
book to read," Davis said. 

Any organization or school interested in 
receiving the free books can contact the Norfolk 
Literacy Partnership at 857-0025 or 588-3980 no 
later than March 30. 

Should the supply of books run out, area 
residents and libraries are "urged hold a book 
drive, donating as many new and nearly new 
books they no longer need to children and adults, 
learning to read. — B.W.

Hello, Governor Gilmore — Don 
Beyerioldyouso! Democrats warned 
the Governor that his fiscal scheme 
to eliminate the car tax would not

More than one wiser head tried to 
warn citizens that Gilmore's projec- 
tions would not hold up when the 
major crunch hit intl e last year of his 
administration. 

Not that I laud the Democrats on 
thisjssuc either. They were rightabout 
the numbers but wrong on not being 
totally committed to eliminating the 
unjust lax itself until forced to do so. 
That failure accounts for why far 
more Virginians are not suffering 
"Beyer's remorse" as might be now 
ihalhis sage warning aboutGilmore's 
voodoo economics has proven true. 
Personally, I think it serves both 
political parties right. Neither one 
was willing to deal with the realities 
of public needs and revenues in an 
honest fashion in the 1997 election. 
The car tax had to go for the simple 
reason that it is unjust. It is none of 
the government's business what per- 
sonal properly a citizen owns, never 
mind the outrageous concept that ihe 
stale can tax it. 

Admittedly, motor vehicles and 
watercrafl use the public thorough- 
fares and can pose a risk to public 
safety . For thai reason alone, the state 
has a right to know ownership and to 
regulate usage. But government's 
right ends with its duty to insure 
safely. It does not extend to a right to 
tax pri^ny in which it has no inter- 



est. 

What could be more essential to 
the concept of private property than 
to put personal property beyond the 
reach of the slate's taxing authority? 
A sales tax and income tax can be 
justified because they arc totally de- 
pendent upon the stale providing the 
marketplace that generates the sale 
and the income. But the same can not 
be said of personal property . To own 
or not to own personal properly is 
purely an individual choice. Thai 
choice docs not rely upon the slate 
providing anything at any level of 
government. 

So Gilmore was right to back the 
complete elimination of the car tax. 
His election proved that the common 
sense of the citizens (whose outfage 
over this unfair tax was justified) will 
always ciu-ry the day. Bui Beyer's 
criticism was equally right when he 
warned that Gilmore's plan would 
destroy our fiscal budget and cut the 
critically needed revenues for lop 
priorities like educational reform. 

What Virginia needs is grown- up 
leaders — men and women whohave 
a vision for building a modem tech- 
nological society ihal can meet the 
real necds.of its citizens in the 21st 
century. Just like Democrats under 
eslimaicd the common sense ire of 
Virginians when it came to the car 
tax. Republicans underestimate the 
common sense public spirit of Vir- 
ginians when it comes to education, 
infrastructure and the environment. 
Ilisnotthecaseihaicitizcns refuse 
to fool the bill for public revenues 
needed to belter the futufe of our 
Slate. We demand excellent public 
schools, efficient and safe infrastruc- 
ture, affordable slate universities, 
adequate police and fire protection 
arid a pristine environment and we 
are willing to pay for them. The citi- 
zens, unlike many of our leaders, are 
grown-ups. 

This is especially true when it 
comes to fiscal discipline. We know 
how to prioritize and to balimce our 
family budget at the same lime.

In this our third week on historic 
houses, we are going to discuss the 
Francis Land House which is not 
only located in Virginia Beach, but 
also owned by the city of Virginia 
Beach and 
will soon be 
the site of a 
new city 
park.. The 
first phase, 
consisting of 
a walking 
trail that will 
wind through 
a thickly 
wooded site 
features a 
w o o d iE n 
boardwalk 
, spanning 
low-lying 
wetlands that 
once were 
covered by 
the Pine Tree 
Branch of the 
Lynn haven 
River. Although little more than a 
trickle today, this waterway would 
have provided a critical transporta- 
tion route for shipping agricultural 
commodities when the Lands first^ 
settled in the area in the l(530s. 

The first Francis Land came from 
Barbados and was in Lower Norfolk 
County before 1637 for itis recorded 
that Adam Thorowgood (original 
spelling) took him tocourt in abound- 
ary dispute. 

His first grant was for 270 acres 
recorded in 1649. He received an 
additional 750 acres in 1654 for the 
transportation of others into the 
Colony . This holding was on a branch 
of theLynnhaven Riverbefore itdried 
up. Ilwasalso near Thomas Reeling's 
grantof 1640 as well as near William 
ShiRj's grant of 1647. 

The Francis Land House was built 
by the first Francis Land's grandson, 
Capt. Francis Land , III i n 1 732 as that 
is the date noted on a brick on an 
outside wall. Francis Land III died in 
1736. 

It is corjsidered one of the finest of 
the 18th-cenlury houses in Virginia 
Beach and is typical of the dwellings 
built by the more prosperous plant- 
ers. It reflects the affiuence of the 
Land family. It has a gambrel roof 
with the house built of Remish bond 
brick and has a 9-rool wide paneled 
hall with iwo rooms on either .side. 
Four bedrooms are on the second 
floor and are of typical Georgian de- 
sign. The Walls are 18 inches thick. 
The timbers are hewn 10x10 inches, 
cut nails, blacksmith made, where 
nails were used at all, appear in the 
wood. The roof is the gambrel type. 
The two rooms to the right of the 
hall downsta irs have the original pine 
paneling. The ceiling is also of very 
wide heart of pine. The floors are 
original pine. 

Two inside chimneys, one at each 
end, have fireplaces in each room. 
The basement has two fireplaces, one 
an usuiilly large one, and a wdll was 
adjacent to one. A brick wall runs 
from the front to the back, dividing 
the basement into two parts, a door- 
way in this wall connecting them. 
This partition is continuous as a wall

up between the ball and rooms on the 
main floor. Confederate loyalists were 
said to have been imprisoned in the 
basement of the house by Union 
troops at one point during the Civil 
War. 

In front of the house stands a 250- 
year-old spreading sycamore tfeeand 
the house itself is considered to have 
some unusual features: 

■ A brick firewall through ihecen- 
ter of the house from the basement to 
the roof. 

■ High beams running the length 
of the house visible in the ba.sement. 

■ An outside door in the formal 
dining room. 

The last Francis Land, Francis V 
had no sons, only two daughters and 
when the daughters and their hus- 
bands quarreled over the division of 
the estate, the house and its contents 
were sold at public auction with all 
the prom i nent men in the county com- 
peting as buyers. It passed out of the 
Land family in 1825, but remained a 
residence and farm. 

When the Francis Land House lo- 
cated ai 3131 Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard was in dangerof being destroyed 
fora shopping center in 1975, thecity 
purchased it and 35 acres of land 
surrounding it. All but the three acres 
around the house have been devel- 
oped with commercial buildings com- 
patible with the style and period of 
the house. The house is listed on the 
Virginia Landmarks Commissions 
List of Historic Landmarks and the 
UniledSlatcsDepartmentoflhelnte- 
rior List of Historic Places. It is open 
to the public Tuesday through Satur- 
day from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and Sunday 
from 1 1 a.m. to S p.m. Admission is 
$3 .50 for adults, $3 for seniors, $2.50 
for students 13 and above, $2 for 
students 6-12 and children under six 
are free. 

Come and walk across the same 
wide pine flooring as the Land family 
did so many years ago. Come and 
learn about the past The Francis Land 
House Historic Site and Gardens is 
set back on the south side of the 
boulevard a short distance east of the 
Princess Anne Plaza Shopping Cen- 
ter and west of Lynnhaven Road. 
Traveling west on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard, turn left at Kings Grant 
Road, then right on Francis Land 
Lane. Traveling east, turn right on 
Kings Grant Road, right onto Francis 
Land Lane.

The Salvation Army Tidewater Command 
announced plans this week to open the first 
daycare center in Hampton Roads. 

The center, to be managed by the organization's 
HOPE Center at 2099 S. Military Hwy. in 
Chesapeake, will provide a small number of 
mothers and families a safe place to leave their 
children while they go off to work. 

After careful analysis of the population trends 
in Hampton Roads, the Salvation Army found the 
greatest need in the city of Chesapeake and has 
plans for the opening of a second facility in 
Virginia Beach. 

The facility will provide special educational 
programs unlike those found at mainstream 
daycare facilities. This is a good thing for the 
families who want their children to have 
opportunities but can't afford to pay for them. 

Area families could only hope that more such 
facilities, managed by not-for-profit agencies 
which have aided thousands of families through 
natural and personal disasters, could sprout up 
across the region. 

Concern and action in helping our future, the 
masses of children who don't all grow up in upper 
middle class neighborhoods, is the beginning of a 
greater realization that every individual and 
family — regardless of race and socioeconomic 
status — deserves adequate attention, 
educational programs and recognition of special 
needs.

Juvenile justice system 

Virginia's juvenile justice System has become a 
dumping ground for youth with mental health 

problems. 

There is a serious deficiency of services for 
mentally ill children and adolescents in our 
state. Few Community Service Boards have staff 
positions or services targeted at juvenile 
offenders. 

In addition, Virginia fails to provide adequate 
prevention and early intervention that could 
keep at-risk children and youth out of the 
juvenile justice system. 

Virginia needs a comprehensive system of 
mental health services for youth, to prevent them 
from getting into trouble in the first place and to 
help them avoid becoming adult offenders later 

on. . , 

A 1999 study found that nationwide, more 
than 47 percent of males and 57 percent of 
females in state juvenile detention facilities had 
mental health treatment needs. 

If we don't invest in mental health services for 
children and youth now, we will almost certainly 
face the much greater expense of incarcerating 
disturbed adult offenders in the future.

Nature of homeland hangs in the balance

The threats are very real, and 
the South can apparently not 
proteet its soil, air, or water. 

Lax lejgal enforcement by 
state environmental protection 
agencies operating with weak 
mandates from state legisla- 
tures has left several Southern 
states competing for last place 
in national soil, air, and water 
quality ratings. 

This widely documented "race 
to the bottom" threatens the 
quality of life for the entire re- 

There is no savior visible on 
the national horizon. President 
George W. Bush's environmen- 
tal record as Texas governor 
and his nominations to key cabi- 
net posts indicate a likely reduc- 
tion in environmental guardian- 
ship at the federal level. 

This does not mean that the 
Southeastern environment is 
necessarily damned. 

Hope may lie in the traditional 
Republican approach to federal- 
ism, wherein the lead in regula- 
tory responsibility shifts from 
the federal to the state level, im- 
plying a heightened role for 
state environmental protection 
divisions. 

Whether or not Southeastern 
legislatures seize the opportuni- 
ty to strengthen environmental 
protection istandards will play a 
large role in the states' future 
economic development, historic 
and natural preservation, and 
public health. 

There is no shortage of 
environmental threats upon 
which Southeastern states can 
launch sustained drives for im- 
provement. 

Need ,proof? Visit West Vir- 



ginia, where theMgislature's re- 
peated failure jo (Iraff adequate 
water quality laws forced the 
federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency to step in to design 
state water protection stan- 
dards. 

Visit Kentucky, where a slurry 
lagoon recently ruptured, spew- 
ing 250 million gallons of coal 
waste, our nation's largest black 
water discharge, into two Mart- 
in County streams and hundreds 
of homes. 

Or visit Anniston, Ala., where 
high rates of cancer, diabetes, 
and reproductive disorders are 
believed to be caused either by 
PCB contamination from a Mon- 
santo factory or decades of 
dumping at the Anniston Army 
Depot, a Superfund site and 
chemical weapons storage facil- 
ity. 

Anniston's citizens went unin- 
formed of the danger for years, 
even though the Alabamla De- 
partment of Environmental 
Management had intimate 
knowledge of potentially deadly 
pollution levels. 

Strong state environmental 
protection divisions may not 
have been able to prevent all 
these crises, but harm could 
have been limited if these divi- 
sions had been properly funded 
and empowered. 

Some Southeastern 

states have launched forward- 
thinking protection programs. 

Florida's Preservation 2000 
plan is perhaps the most com- 
prehensive set of natural re- 
source protection laws in the 
nation. 

Maryland's Smart Growth 
doctrine has been repeatedly

North Carolina's Million Acres , 
program has set a goal of piro- 
tecting one million acres ofmu^ 
developed land in a decade. 

The newly launched Renais- 
sance Kentucky program is de- 
signed to revitalize overlooked 
inner suburbs, a plqn that many 
hbpe will highlight the state's 
historical appeal while slowing 
sprawl. 

But do these new initiatives 
offer too little, too late? 

Florida's legislature acted 
only after irreplaceable species 
disappeared and essential habi- 
tat was forever turned into resi- 
dential backyards. 

A drive through Maryland's 
rural Middletown Valley expos- 
es anything but smart growth, 
despite several initiatives aimed 
squarely at the region. 

North Carolina had better act 
soon- if it wants to preserve a 
million acres in 10 years - it has 
protected only 50,000 in the 
plan's first two. 

And the Kentucky residents 
whose homes are full of coal 
sludge probably care very little 
about a renaissance underway 
elsewhere. 

State legislators do not suffer 
from a shortage- of data to guide 
environmental protection initia- 
tives. 

Most state environmental 
agencies have thoroughly inven- 
toried their state's hazards. 

The Southeast has also been 
the focus of many regional stud- 
ies documenting threats to soil, 
air, and water.

Drug abuse began 
in the late 1800s 

According to OlloL. Belimann in. 
his book tilled The Good Old days: 
They Were Terrible, he has a chapter 
whichco Vers what hecalls"ThcCure 
for American Ills." 
In 1898 i.he Bayer Pharmaceutical 
firm intro- 
duced into 
drug stores 
across the 
country its 
new medica- 
tion for bad 
coughs — 
heroin. 

It was not 
the first 
"hard" drug 
to be pushed 
on the^ 

American 
market. Lack 
of gOvern- 
meril regula- 
tions, easy 
accessibility 
and medical 
ignorance made drug abuse a major 
social problem in the laie 1800s. 

Common pharmaceutical products 
included many dangerous substances. 
Cocaine tablets for throat and 
nerves; baby syrups spiked with mor- 
phine; miscarriage producing Portu- 
guese Female Pills, "a great and sure 
remedy for married ladies," were all 
readily available, either by mail or at 
the local drug §iore. ' 

The base of most liquid medica- 
tions was alcohol. Corisumplion was 
so great that experts have estimated 
that 19lh-ceniury Americans imbibed 
more spirits from patent medicines 
than from bottled liquor. 

Not until 1909, with ihecnacuncnt 
of the Narcotics Drug Act, did the 
government begin to regulate the 
quality of medications. ^ 

Drug advertisements were just as 
plentiful as the products they pro- 
moled. The pages of Life, Harpers', 
the Sears catalog and The Sew York' 
Times were filled with a virtual on- 
slaught of drug-touting notices. 

According to Congressman Will- 
iam Everett of Massachusetis, one 
church congregation found the ad- 
vertising barrage to be especially try- 
ing. New hymnals were needed, but 
the church had little money to buy 
them. To economize, the congrega- 
tion contracted with a paicnt-medi- 
cinc iiKinutaciurer who agreed to de- 
fray a large pcrccnuigc of the hymnal 
cost in iciurn for advertising space in 
ihc new hook. 

The songbooks arrived on Dec. 24. 
On Chrisunas Day, ihc churchgoers 
filled Ihc sanctuary only to find in 
their new hymnals: 

"Hark! The herald angels sing 
Beechan's Pills are just the thing. 
Peace on carih andpiercy mild, l\vo 
for man and one for child." ' . 

Another interesting advertisement 
from an 1880s edition o( Life maga- 
zine was fqr "Allen's Cocaine 
Tables." The tablets were supposed 
to "cure .sore ihroat, neuralgia, ner- 
vousncss.colds, headaches andsleep- 
lessness.'Thecompany claimed that 
their cocaind tablets were "a benefit 
to v(KiiIists, actors and ckxulion- 
i-s^s." 

Of all of today's social problems, 
none .seems more nuxlcm than drug 
abu.sc. Vet even drug abuse was wide- 
spread UX) years ago. 
Welcome lo the real world. 
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TVlore about the historic

Upper 
Woilsnare 
Plantation, 
sometimes 
referred lo as 
the "Brick 
House," was 
the home of 
the Thomas 
Walkc fam- 
ily for 6.3 
years and 
built in 1759 
by Thomas 
Walkc 111 on 
a 7,(XK) acre 
working 
pUmlatTon, It 
sit.s in the 
middle of a 
' borrow pit at 2040 Potters Road. The 
Commonwealth ofVirginia pur- 
chased the land acul the house when 
the Norfolk/Wrginia Beach Express- 
way was' being consuiictcd. When 
the Princess Anne Hisioricai Society 
heard that the house was going to be 
desuoyed, they negotiated with the 
Virginia Pcpartmenl of Transjxiria- 
lionandonMarch22, l%6,ihcCom- 
monwealth of Virginia deeded ihcm 
the Old Walke House (Upper 
Wolfsnare Planiation) and the sur- 
rounding three acres of land. 

In the 1 700's Upper Wolfsniu-e was 
situated'on Wolfsnare Creek, which 
fed into the headwaters of the Lyn- 
nhaven River. The name refers to the 
wolves that used to frcqueni this part 
of Virginia at that time. The govern- 
ment paid a bounty for every wolf 
that was "snaral." 

The lasi Walke family member to 
owh and live m the house was Tho- 
mas Walke IV. He married Elizabeth 
Newtown and they had no children. 
He died in his early .30s, 10 yciirs 
after voting for ratification of the 
United Slates Con.stiiulion as one of 
Princess Anne's two delegates to 
Virginia'sconveniion,alongw'ithihe 
majority of the other deiegaies from 
lower Tidewater. In the early l8(K)s, 
Upper Woilsnare passed out of the 
lands of the Walkc family upon the 
deiilh of Thonui^ Walkc IV's wife 
. and sisicrs. 

One of ihc subscc|ucni owners, 
Tliomas and l-raTiccs Land Cornick 
lived and were buried (here in 1828 
and 1829. Their lomhsloncs survived 
until Ihc early I'KlOs when ilicy were 
used by a nev^ owikt as sicpping 
stones, and have since disapiviircd. 
The house also served as a garrison 
for Federal Tniups during ilie Civil 
War. Upper Woilsnare is said U) be 
haunted and (he ghosi has been seen 
nine limes in a pcri(xl of three years, 
and because of the cioiiics he wears, 
the ghosi is believed to he that of 
Thomas Walke 111 who buill liic house 
in 17.W. 

Tlie house ilself.ailluiuiili |)lamon 
the oulsidc was v ery elaborate on the 
inside. iT was carefully buill wiih the 
finest materials available al ihe time. 
Reprotliiclionsofokl windows of iht! 
period have been installed along with 
suitable brick stops to the liont door. 
The chunneys on the east or rtght of 
the entrance arc built in a iri.ingular 
form, placing the fireplaces m the 
corner of the rooms. 

The walls constructed of old, soft, 
unbaked brick on the cast aiid west 
ends of the house arc Idinches thick, 
lho.se on the north and soutli sales are 
14 inchcsthick. Thick walls were the 
18lh-cvntury method of insulating. 
Due 10 the fact ihat the bricks used lo 
build the house were not baked, they 
were quiie [xirous an<l it was ik~cos- 
sary to pain the house (while) in an 
attempt to reduce (lainpiiess. The 
mantle and door are orijiinal. 11 and L 
hingesarc used throughoufilic house. 
When you come through the Iront 
door you enter through 14 inch waifs 
under ') loot high ccifiTigs, a beautiful 
broad luill ihal runs lliroiigh to the 
back d(H)r.Thisdoor,ihout!lt smaller, 
is typically Georgian, lor liiihi. ven- 
tilation and easy access I Ik stair- 
way is original and nl a Imir-level 
design so as nni to block ihe hall as 
halls ol this kind were useil Im ban- 
quets, large parties and daiK inu, w iih 
musicians on the stairs. 

There arc four rooms downsiairs, 
two on each side ol the h;ill Both 
sides have first a large Iruni iiitim and 
then a small hack room, each w uh its 
own fircplatc. Itnir ronnis and only 
three fireplaces are on the second 
floor and an ante IS on the ilnnl lloor. 
There is a cellar, which extends the 
entire length of the hoase, has four 
fireplaces and an earthen flow. The 
hand carved wainscoUing below the 
chair rail in Ute hall and the cornice 
above are elaborate and elegant. It is 
believed that the walls above the chair 
rftil wercpapcreff. 

The stairway al the back is the 
(viginal one. Beneath this is a small 
door u^ by the wrvanis to come up 



from the cellar with the food in pots 
to Ihe "keeping room" to the right 
(which is now a bathroom). The food 
was then transferred to serving dishes 
and carried into the dining room 
across the hall. In this "keeping room" 
there is a comer fireplace, thought to 
be for warming. It is one short side of 
a u-iangle which is the chimney. The 
long side is against the wall. The 
other short side is a comer fireplace 
in the parlor. Currently the house is 
served by a modem kitchen and which 
was added to the house in recent 
times. Walke's original paneling can 
be seen in the dining room and the 
library. Theparlor has the same beau- 
tiful wainscoting and cornices as the 
half. 

Upstairs there is the same wide 
hall. There is also an original stair- 
way to the attic. The roof beams are 
numbered, suggesting they may have 
been cut eLsewhere. There is evi- 
dence to the right of the west chim- 
ney of a secret passageway going 
down to the cellar. In the southeast 
bedroom, you see the same comer 
fireplace as in the parlor below. Be- 
hind this bedroom is a small room 
with no other door, so it was either a 
dressing room or a nursery. In the 
flooring, several boards have been 
cut and ran be lifted out — a secret 
place to store valuables. In the floor 
of the southwest bedroom, the floor 
of the closest has a trap door with a 
sizable storage space below. The fire- 
place in the northwest bedroom is the 
smallest in the house. The closet in 
this room is so shallow that it may 
have originally been shelves. This 
room has the original hardware. If 
you look through the west window.at 
Ihe water, you will be looking at the 
family graveyard below. 

There was a brick driveway at the • 
back of the fiouse at one time and all 
of the old pi<)e, tongue-in-groove floor 
boards have been covered with mod- 
em oak flooring, but you can see the 
ends of these as you go up the slai rs to 
thp second floor. A porch which was 
added at a later date was removed 
after the society obuiincd the house. 
It is the intention of the society to 
remove the 20th century kitchen wing 
presently added to the side of the 
western side of the house. A major 
project to waterproof the ba.scment 
was completed in 1987. 

The fine old trees surrounding the 
house, which are older than the house 
itself, have been saved and the 
grounds are planted and cared for by 
the Virginia Beach Garden Club. This 
house is registered with the Virginia 
Historic Commission as well as the 
National Register of Historic Places 
and is owned by the Princess Anne 
Historical Society. It is open to the 
public only in July and October on 
Wednesdays from noon to 4 p.m. 

The de Wilt Cnttage 

Mr. Bernard Peabody Holland, su- 
perintendent of the Norfolk, 
Albemarle and Atlantic Railroad and 
the first mayor of Virginia Beach, 
built what is now known as the de 
Wilt cottage, in 1895 for his bride. 
Miss Emily Gregory of Cooperstown, 
N.Y. It sits on an oceanfront lot at the 
corner of 12th Street and Atlantic 
Avenue. 

Mr. Cornelius de Witt purchased 
the properly in 1909 and il has been in 
the de Will family, (Kcupied as a 
single-family residence until Sept. 
25, 1990 when the properly was 
deeded to the Virginia Beach Foun- 
dation and thccily of Virginia Beach. 

The city in turn, leased it to the 
Back Bay Wildfowl Guide and il is 
now known as the Atlantic Wildfowl 
Heritage Museum. This sU-uclure is 
the sole surviving example of the 
type of oceanfront dwelling buill 
during the very first development of 
Virginia Beach in 1863 and through 
its incorporation in 1906. Il was the 
resort's first brick year-round house 
and it is listed in the Virginia Land- 
marks Register and iheNational Reg- 
ister of Historic Properties. 

This two story house has solid h-ick 
walls 14-inch thick. It has a full base- 
ment and a habitable attic with dor- 
mer windows. A porch runs around 
three sides. The walls arc pincled in 
the original pine. Where il once had 
four chimneys, it now htts only three 
bccau.se one was destroyed by a hur- 
ricane. There has been lew changes 
made (an addition over the kitchen 
and the auic divided into twi) bed- 
rooms and a half-bath). 

When you visit this niusciini atJie 
corner rif 12th Street and Atlamfc 
Avenue on the Oceanlroni (and I sure 
hope you will) you will have iwo 
special treats in store for you. One in 
brow sing through die museum itself 
ami the other knowing you arc in a 
dwcllingihat wasbuiltofer HKlyc^rs 
ago.

Up close and personal 
Linda 'Bass: Qirt Scout advocate

Linda Jones Bass stands proof that gcxxlness 
and inspiration can come in small, even tiny; 
packages. 

The 53-year-old president-elect of the the 
Girl Scout Council of the Colonial Coasl 
Board of Directors bustles with energy from a 
neariy five-foot frame. 

A real estate broker since the 197()s, Bass 
doesn't waste time thinking negative 
thoughts. In fact, in a whiri, she's up from her 
desk already planning a meeting with a client 
or two, not to mention a luncheon with men- 
tors for new real estate agents in her Long & 
Foster Real Estate office in Chesapeake. 

Although Bass has no children of her own, 
she became involved with the Girl Seoul 
Council seven years ago. She has many nieces 
participating, her main reason for wanting to 
help fund raising efforts for the non-profit or- 
gani2ation.

G Contimi»d from Pagi 1 
square feet to Phase I which is to be 
completed no later than July 1, 2003. 

The hotel generates the need for 
more {irking space with the price tag 
increasing from S1S.08S million to 
$22.5 million which the city will pay.

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Gity to impose 
stiff speeding fines 

Residents will sign petition 
to enforce designated program

II will cost a speeder using cer- 
tain ncighborhodd'.strccLs as much 
as a S2(X) fine under an ordinance 
adoplcd by City Council Tuesday. 

The streets are Norwich Avenue, 
Tajo Avenue, Fairlawn Avenue and 
Dulcic Avenue in L&J Garden. 

AcrcdalcRoad, Bonneydalc Road, 
Andovcr Road^ Olive Road, 
Burlington Road, Rittman Road, 
Minden Road, Alton Road, 
Langslon Road and Old Kcmpsville 
Road in Acralalc. 

Jack Frost Road and Lake Shores 
Road in Lake Shores. 
, Harris Road in Middle Planta- 
lion/Ijttlc Neck. 

The violator is subject to a S200 
fine now, but he/she gets around 
that by paying a lower fine in al- 
vance. For instance if a violator is 
charged with going 15 miles per 
hour over the posted .speed lilmit, 
hc7shc only has to pay a fine of 
S45 in advance ^ — S3 a mile over 
the speed limit. 

The ordinance assures that any 
person caught speeding on these 
sirccis he/she would have to appear 
before the court and it is anticipated 
that the court will impose a higher 
line that the prepayable fine of $3 a 
mile. 

The city staff hopes thai the 
higher fines will deter speeding. 

The su-ect designations ate part of 
the city's traffic calming program. 
A civic league provides the names 



and location of streets within its 
neighborhood to be evaluated for 
inclusion in the program which in- 
cludes a 48-hour .speed study. If the 
study shows the average speed 31 
miles per hour or greater in a post- 
ed 25 mph speed zone, then the po- 
lice department will conduct an 
eight-week selective enforcement 

effort on the designated street, fol- 
lowed by another uaffic study. 

To enter the designated street part 
of the program, at least 75 percent 
of the neighborhood residents have 
to sign a petition requesting en- 
forcement. The only street to 
which some controversy is attached 
is Harris Road where the Middle 
Plantation Civic League which rep- 
resents 66 percent of the residents, 
approved the project. Some resi- 
dents do not want to be included 
because of the chance the residents 
ihcm.selves will be ticketed. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
said this is not a win-win situa- 
tion. Ii will make some people 
happy and some people angry. He 
said the problem is there is a lot of 
ingress and egress on the one-mile 
long, narrow sueet. He said the res- 
idents requested it and he support 
this method of cutting down on the 
speeding. He said there should not 
be a way to get out of paying the 
higher line. 

Traffic engineer Robert Herzke 
said that signs will be posted per- 
taining to the new rules.
